— are available at a takeout 
window in the Dock of the 
Bay dining room from 11:30 
a.m. to 6 p.m. and can be 
eaten there or on the spa- 
cious deck overlooking the 
lake. Or if you want a relaxing 
meal, sit down and let our 
waitress Serve you. 


After the "hamburger crowd” 
moves outside at 6 p.m. the 
dining room is transformed with 
linen tablecloths and candlelight 
tablecloths and candlelight 
for fine dining. At 7 p.m. it 
reopens tO serve steak, sea- 
food and other delicious 
dishes prepared by Chef
